It Is not necessarily be­ 
cause 
they read 
superficially 
with 
their minds, hut because they read 
quickly 
with 
their eves 
All the 
Am erican 
devices 
of 
heads 
which 
summarize the 
news. and 
sub-heads 
which direct attention to vital parts 
of the -Aery that follows, are calculat­ 
ed both to cater to this habit and in 
crease it 
The growing tendency among even­ 
ing newspapers in Am erica of telling 
practically all the 
salient points 
of 
the more important stories in head­ 
lines in an effort, evolutionary rather 
than scientific, 
to meet thin 
condi­ 
tion. 
Plainly, however, there is a limit to 
the availability solely of 
head-lines. 
Cutting the text down and thus mak 
ing room on the front page for an 
abundance of heads Is not successful, 
because a superabundance of heads 
tends to throw’ all the news down to 
a general bewildering level of typo­ 
graphical value or lack of value. 
In a 
measure if works against 
the 
very 
habit of scanning which (tie American 
reader has cultivated. 
A newspaper composed in vers libre 
has 
returned: certainly would look odd, and most 
in Chicago and 
a s s u r e d l y would be weird to read. But 
it is also certain that a newspaper
